good, hard-headed, praotical Dootors of the Main 
Chanco, with appropriate and necessary text-bookst 
If it is to come to that at last, why not in the bogin- 
ning? 

Questions Iiko these bring us out of the salt fog of 
our cynicism into a grateful and sunny recognition of 
What the Colleges bave done for ua, and may, with all 
thoir faults, still do for us. This is a vory imperfoct 
world; itis ‘prone and obedient,” as Sallust has it, 
“to tho belly;” and colloges, like churchos, aro por- 
petusl protests against complete eurrender to the tom- 
poral and the mechanical. Thoy are a confession of 
faith which it, is better to gabvblo unconsciously 
than not to say at all. When o man who 
con hardly read English dies, and leaves 
$50,000 to endow o Hebrew obair, he acknowledgos 
duly by hand and seal that there is som ething hotter 
than Dulling or bearing stock. He would havo scoffed 
at Pareon Adams if he had met him with Aschylus 
in bis pooket in Wall-st,; bat osthoroar of that secth- 
ing thoroughfare grows faint in his dying care, ho 
bdethiuks him tha¢ it will be a very good thing to baye 

oor boys taught Greek, ‘These are miracles, but we 
Fara bad toomany of them to disbelieve in thom al- 
togothor. Most of our ecuts of polite learning owe 
their existence to tho liberality of departed shop- 
keepers, Hundrods of churobes aro ander like obliga- 
tions. A mutation of the hido and tallow market may 
give the languishing Chinose mission a now lense ot 
life. So Colleges aro to bo cultured and endowed, and 
honorably mentioned in last wills and testamonts, if 
for no other reason than for proof that Poor Richard 
was right, and that ‘‘lourning is better than house or 
lands." All tho world, in a muzzy sort of way, feols 
and acknowledges this. 

On the other band, what Wealth docs for Learning 
is awply and generously repaid both by the now paths 
of entorprize aud emolument which cultivation opens, 
and by respectable mothods of expending monoy 
which refinomont establishes. Mr. Astor would never 
have thought of establishing his great library if thero 
had not boon so mony little ones in the country. Ono 
never knows in what form the planted seed will spring 
up. Harvard College generates picturo galleries in 
New-York, and Yale may have something to do with 
the Academy of Music, The beginning of all newwa- 
Papor success is in the dame-school where tho 
ulphabot is tanght, ‘The great operations of 
tho banks aro first scrawlod upon a boy’s slate, 
It is not tho ignorant money-changer who is 
intolerable, but tho ~ moncy-ohanger who is 
ignorant of the wretchedness of ignorance. Tho 
main edacational idea of this ago is that of diffusion; 
that of a past age, concentration. Wo may have 
fewer great scholars than lived and pored and ond- 
lessly wrote in monnatic times; but what ye bayo 
gained is a sufficiency of knowledge, co that no man 
need be miserable through ignorauce, In the promo- 
tion of this, Colleges do their part, especially in keep- 
ing up a high standard; and tho wultiplication of 
universitics only shows an advance in the ambition 
and intelligence of tho masses, For this, whatever 
may be collegiate shortcominge, let us be grateful.

TUESEVUKROPEAN WAR. 

No single cause can bo assigned for the war which 
has just Durst upon Europo, but the protest upow 
which Prossia and Austria fight fs a very “simple 
matter. By the dofeat of Denmark, whom England 
encouraged to, go to war and thon dosorted, tho 
two great Gorman Powora became in 1864 Joint 
possessors of the Dachies of Schleswig, Holstein, and 
Lanenburg. Less than a year afterward, Austria sold 
her rights in Lanonburg for 2,500,000 thalors, aud by 
the Convention of Gust it was agreed thot 
tho joitit -oconpation should terminate, — thi 
Austria shonld :take: possession. of Holstein, gad. 
Prussia of Scblos This was “one step iit tho 
negutlution Uy which Prussia oxpeoted ultimately to 
become muster of both the Duchies, but beyond this 
point Austria rofused to go, and rejected every propo- 
sition for tho final cession of her rights to Holstei 
a province of little yaluo to Austria, but of great 
value to Prussin on account of its nearness to hor 
frontiers, and of itssoaport, Kiol. As tho diplomacy 
in grew more aud mora urgent, Austria, on 
the of Jono Inst. “handed over the qnostion 
to tho Federal Dict of Germany. ‘This atep 
Prassia instantly donounced as a violation of the Con- 
voution of Gustein, sincy by that Conyontion it had 
been agreed that all matters relating to the Dachios 
should bo settled botweon Anstria aud Prassia inde- 
pendently of tho Confederation, Prussia, therefore, 
declared that Convention ut an end, aud insisted 


that, us a consequouca, hor right to the juint occupa. 


tion of Holstein was revived, Shoe prepared, there- 
fore, to march troops into that Duchy. 

Long before tho dispute had reached this point, tho 
menacing tono of tho negotiations betwen theso two 
groat Powers had warned Europo that the Continent 
was on tho eyo of war; and the rest of the States were 
not less interested in the approach of war than Austria 
‘and Prassia themsolyes. ‘There are, in tho first placa, 
the minor States of Germany, forming with Austrio 
and Prussia the Germanic Confederation. In that Con- 
foderation, two struggles have long beon proceeding 
sido by sido; first, tho stragglo botween Austria and 
Prussia for a controlling influence on the wholo Con- 
federation; second, the stragglo of tho people, includ- 
ing tho people of Austria and Prussia as woll a8-of tho 
minor States, toward o Gorman nationality, which 
should embrace undor ono goyornmont all German: 
speaking populations. No war could ocour which 
should not Lave an immense influonce upon these two 
issucs, Austria has sneceeded in attaching temporan- 
ly to her side @ majority of tho minor States, and the 
Federal Dict, reprosfating a population of 
19,000,000, exclusive of Austria and Prussia, has 
deolared in fuyor of tho former, Noither Austria 


| which still obeys the despotic traditions of the House 


of Hopsburg, nor Prossta which ig rulod by Bismark, 
a niltister whoso policy is nothing by the people, has 


‘any sympathy with tho aspirations of the German 


Liberals, but both havo: concilinted ond used tho 
popular foeling aa one instrument in their stragglo for 
supremacy. In point of fact, it is this desire for louder- 
ship in Gormany which drive Aastria ond Prussis to 
arms, and by no means thoir misunderstandings 
abont tho petty Stato of Holstein, All tho 
Holstein difficulties could bo readily enough arranged 
were it not for tho irreprosaible conflict between 
the tivo groat German Powors, cither to establish au 
ascondency in the present councils of the uation, or 
to become its recognized head whenever its political 
reorganization shall take place. Tho .ninor German 
States, howovor, aro not at this moment tho most 
important element in the gitnation. - 

Moro than apy other European Power, Italy 
wolcomea tho coming war. Since the Peace of 
Villafranca, in 1859, lof Venotia in tha bands of her 
Avitriaa tyrants, Ttaly has watohed, aud walted, and 
prayed for the momont when it might be possible to 
strike a blow for tho liberation of that provinco and 
tho unity of tho Kingdom. As soon as it became 
Probable that tho negotiations botweon Austria and 
Prnssia must ond in war, Italy sont an enyoy to 
Berlin to conclade ou offensive ond defensive alli- 
ance with tho enemy of Austria, Prussia 
bound horself not to make penco till Italy should bo 
able to makesterms with Austria, and Italy joyfully 
pledged herself to atand or fall with Pru: War,

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TOE MEUPWIS MURDERS. 

Procoding tbo expected report of the Congressional 
Committee, Col, Charles F, Johnson, the Inspector- 
General of Kontucky and Tennessee, bas made a 
vtatoment of his investigation of the Memphis riots. 
Ho traces the remote causo to a standing ill-fecling 
Letween the low whites and blacks (who aro about 
equal in iutelligence), which found an occasion for 
strife in the forcing of a number of negrocs off the 
aidowalk, one of whom stumbled oyer 9 policeman, 
whoroupon tho policomen drow their re- 
yolvors and -beat-- tho negroes. On tho 
following day, about tho time a crowd of 
discharged colored soldiors bad assembled, the po- 
lice “fired upon unoffending tiegtoes remoto from the 
riotous quarter,” and, though the colored victims of 
tho original quarrel had returned to Fort Pickering, 
reipforced themselves for indiscriminate slaughter, 
aud fired on men, women and children, killing and 
wounding several, Just ot this eo, an official 
Probst ia sald to havo addressed the crowd of murder- 
ers: ‘Boys, I want you to go ahead and kill 
every ono of tho niggor raco and bum 
np tho cradle." Under this advice negroes 
wero bunted down day avd night by police 
men, firemen, aud others; shot, assaulted and robb: 
their houses searched, plondered and burned. Mean- 
whilo no resistance was offered by the nogroes, * who 
Were shot down withoat merey.” Women suffered 
aliko with tho men, and in several instances little 
ohildren wero killed. 

All crimes imaginable were committed from simplo 
laroopy to murder, Several women and children 
were shot in bed. One woman (Rachel Johnson) 
was ehot and then thrown into tho flames of a 
burnivg house oud consumed. Another was forced 
twice throngh tho flames and finally escoped. In’ 
como instances houses were fired and armed mon 
guarded them to provent the escapo of the inmates in-

Whoovor visits Kansas has tho choico of two routos from 
St. Louie—tho North Missouri Railroad to St. Joseph, and 
the Pacific Railroad to Kansas City.

and didusely over the loaves. Tt is only by the use of road 
Gust that I anzablo to savo parsnop seed. Aa soon as tho 
eocd buds bogin to open, 1 cover them with dust, and 
sprinkle it protuscly upon the umbels, and na fost as they 
appear. ‘Two yours ugy I triod hane-picking, but the 
worms wero too iouny for mo—thoy destroyed my seed.

Artificial Bgg-Hatching Experiments.—J.R. GLOVER, 
West Hampton, L. I., gives an intoresting dotuil of his 
oxperiments with an” eccaleobion, which iny be quite us 
interesting and valuable as though it nd been ever #0 sue- 
coseful. “Well, I have watched thie thing from the 
“fring up’ about tho Ist of March till about threo days 
sinco, nover pulling off my clothes for it, nox sleeping 
moro than ebont 2} hours at a time at’ night, whilo 
my store kept me awake during tho day, I turned out tho 
ast eggs aud blew out my light. Now for (ho results: 
buvo used up about 3,600 egg and I havo on hand now, in 
good condition, 16 chicks—ono ont of cach 100! I hav, 
fimed out of thoir shell, perhaps, 50 live chicks farcnough 
advanced tohave done ‘well, had they come out-of tho 
shell gradually and undor & hen. Othors havo pickc 
through and dried fust before they could get released, 1 
havo broken somo hundrods of eggs in which I found full 

‘own chicks, the most of them having performed their 
just operation provions to freeing thomsolves from tho 
sholl—the taking in of tho yolk—but dead, dead, ‘dead ns 
‘door nal.’ Others havo been arrested i every stago of 
their development, from the simplo ‘blood-shot” ouwant.
